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Churchville Village Board 


announces a planned BPL system

Churchville Radio Club 
On April 16th the Churchville Village Board 
announced, via the Suburban News and then 
followed up with a press release on its own website, 
that they were going to be one of the first 
communities in New York State to provide 
Broadband Internet and telephone service via the 
Village owned power lines. The Village will 
receive a percentage of revenue from the BPL 
internet provider. The Churchville Village Board 
has claimed that the quality of life will be enhanced 
by this service. A letter to the editor was sent by 
myself to the Suburban News. It discussed the 
technical dark side of this technology in that 
significant radio interference could be expected in 
the 2.0 to 80 MHz. spectrum. 
This interference problem is very real for BPL 
systems using the unshielded High Voltage power 
lines as the communications data link. Notching 
has not proven to be effective in other areas. FCC 
part 15 limits for an unlicensed service are 
exceeded. Penn Yan, NY launched a BPL system 
and then withdrew from it in favor of a WiFi 
system once they understood the magnitude of the 
interference issues. Skaneateles, NY turned BPL 
down because of the interference issues. Briarcliff 
Manor, NY has an unresolved interference mess 
going.

The FCC was under significant pressure from the 
Executive Branch (jobs and economy 
stimulation) to give a limited approval for BPL to 
precede under FCC part 15 emission levels. 
Several pages of their December 8, 2004 
perspective by FCC Deputy Chief Bruce Franca 
was devoted to the anticipated interference issues. 
On the 21st of April, HR-230 was introduced in the 
US House of Representatives and referred to the 
Committee on Energy and Commerce. It directs the 
FCC to take significant actions with respect to BPL 
as a result of interference to Public Service low 
band VHF radio systems. 


So if you don’t live in the Village of Churchville, 
NY, why should this be of a concern to you? Each 
of the Village owned electric systems in New York 
State is being “targeted” by the BPL internet 
providers. If you live in or within a couple of miles 
of Churchville, Spencerport, Bergen, Fairport, 
Avon or another village owned electric system, this 
could very well become your issue in the near 
future. 


Amateurs in the Rochester area need to become 
better informed on BPL. The ARRL web site has a 
wealth of information. Take time to understand the 
issues associated with this technology and make 
contact with your local Village officials to 
determine their intentions. If you wish to provide 
comments to the Churchville Village Board, their 
web site address is:

If you have a point of view you should take the 
time to compose some thoughts and pass them on to 
news editors or others. Contact your Congressional 
representatives and ask them to support HR-230. 


The Churchville Village entered into an 
agreement without understanding the consequences 
of high speed data communications over unshielded 
HV power lines. You can make a difference by 
providing factual information on BPL technology.

Sidebands — Amateur Radio in the 


News

India launched its first satellite for amateur radio 
operators. The Hamsa weighed in at 94 Ibs, and 
will expand bandwidth to help amateur radio 
operators around the world. The satellite was 
launched on a locally-made rocket from Sriharikota 
island in southern Andhra Pradesh state. The event 
was attended by India President Dr. Avul Kalam, 
who is a scientist himself, and once was involved 
with India's satellite program. BBC World News 


Which is a faster form of communication: cell 
phone text messaging or Morse code? On May 13, 
The Tonight Show with Jay Leno featured a 
message sending/receiving contest between these 
two modes of communication. A couple of young 
techies sent and received a text message. 
Simultaneously, a Morse team did the same. The 
Morse code team consisted of Chip Margelli, K7JA, 
and Ken Miller, K6CTW. Both hams are known 
for their frequent participation in contests and 
DXpeditions. (By the way, Joe Drago, the props 
manager for the Tonight Show is KF6OCP.) The 
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Morse message was played aloud as the hams got 
down to business. So who won the contest, the 
techies or the hams? Chip and Ken — dressed as 
1890’s telegraphers, visors and all — won hands 
down, so to speak. And what was the message the 
contestants had to communicate? “I just saved a 
bunch of money on my car insurance.” According 
to my watch, the hams completed the message in 
less than 15 seconds. The message, not including 
spaces, has 39 characters — or about 8 words. Thus, 
they worked at roughly a 30 wpm speed. An 
audience contestant won a prize for correctly 
predicting Morse code would be faster. Isn’t it 
interesting how a method of messaging from the 
19" Century still outpaces a common modern 
approach to sending text? Some creations are 
enduring and monumental. W2ZEY - the roving 
reporter. 


Rep Michael Ross, WDSDVR, of Arkansas, has 
introduced a resolution in the US House of 
Representatives calling on the FCC to "conduct a 
full and complete analysis" of the radio interference 
from broadband over power line (BPL)operations. 
ARRL President Jim Haynie, W5JBP, has urged 
ARRL members to contact their US representatives 
to support the resolution when it reaches the floor 
of the House. If you're not sure who represents your 
congressional district, visit the United States House 
of Representatives www.house.gov/ web site. The 
resolution, H Res. 230, is located at 
www.arrl.org/tis/info/HTML/ple/filings/hres230/H 
Res230.pdf and says the Commission should 
comprehensively evaluate BPL's interference 
potential incorporating "extensive public review 
and comment," and--in light of that analysis--to 
"reconsider and review" its new BPL rules 
http://hraunfoss.fcc.gov/edocs_public/attachmatch/ 
FCC-04-245A1.doc . Many public safety agencies 
and support services, including emergency medical 
services, fire, and law enforcement, utilize radios 
which can be affected, the resolution points out. 
Thirteen states--California, Connecticut, Florida, 
Illinois, Indiana, Mississippi, Missouri, Nebraska, 
North Carolina, South Carolina, Tennessee, West 
Virginia and Wyoming--use radios threatened by 
BPL for their state police operations, and they are 
the primary public safety radios in nine states.
